Furloughs announced for 
Commonwealth’s Atty.’s 
Office due to budget cuts 

Commonwealth’s Attorney David 
Flatt has announced that due to recent 
cuts to the budgets of prosecutors state- 
wide, the Commonwealth’s Attorney’s 
ofice for the 17th Circuit will be closed 
for the weeks of January 26 through 
January 30, February 9 through Febru- 
ary 13, and April 27 through May 1. 

The closings are unavoidable and are 
due to the entire staff being furloughed 
without pay for those weeks, Flatt said. 

The options for prosecutors were fur- 
loughs for three weeks, layoffs, or re- 
quiring each employee to suffer a reduc- 
tion in pay of approximately 13 percent. 

“We regret the inconvenience this 
will cause the public,” Flatt said.

The West Liberty City Council voted 
unanimously to appoint member Jim 
Rupe to serve the remainder of the late 
Bob Nickell’ s term as mayor during an 
emergency meeting on Monday, Jan. 12. 

Mayor Nickell, 66, died unexpectedly 
on Saturday, Jan. 10, following a brief 
illness. 

The meeting, called to order by City 
Attorney Joleen Frederick, was moder- 
ated by Councilman Mark Walter fol- 
lowing a vote regarding who would pre- 
side. 

“We are treading new ground today,” 
Walter said. “By the history of the City 
Council and mayorship of West Liberty, 
we have never had to replace a mayor 
in this manner. In respect to Mayor Bob 
Nickell, business will continue to go on 
as usual - as he would have it.” 

Walter then opened the floor for 
nominations to fill the mayoral vacancy, 
which was met with Councilman Alton 
Pelfrey’s nomination of Rupe. 

Councilman John May seconded the 
nomination. 

Councilwoman Vickie Henley then 
requested to cease nominations, a move 
that was also seconded by May. The mo- 
tion passed unanimously as the council 
also concurred on Rupe’s nomination. 

Rupe, who was sworn in as mayor 
by City Clerk Sally Barker, pledged to 
work cooperatively with the coucil. 

“I’m just going to be changing seats,” 
Rupe said. “I want everyone to have in-

put. We have great staff members and 
department heads, and I’m not going to 
try to fix something that’s not broken.” 

Funeral arrangements for Mayor 
Nickell were also announced, including 
visitation 4:30 p.m. today in the Mor- 
gan County High School gymnasium, as 
well as 8 a.m.-12:30 p.m. tomorrow at 
Potter Funeral Home. The funeral will 
be 1 p.m. tomorrow at West Liberty 
Christian Church, with burial to follow 
in Salyer Cemetery. 

Before adjournment, council mem- 
bers voted to close city offices and de- 
partments at 11 a.m. tomorrow to allow 
city employees to attend Mayor 
Nickell’ s funeral.

Stacy was narrowly elected Majority 
Whip (reportedly on a 33-32 vote) over 
Rep. Tommy Thompson of Owensboro 
in a closed- door party caucus that saw 
Rep. Greg Stumbo of Prestonsburg eke 
out a 34-31 vote among his colleagues 
to unseat Rep. Jody Richards of Bowl- 
ing Green as House Speaker. Rep. Rocky 
Adkins of Sandy Hook was reelected 
Majority Floor Leader without opposi- 
tion. 

Stacy’s selection as Whip was a sur- 
prise to pundits, since Stacy was viewed 
as being aligned with Richards. 

As Majority Whip, Stacy’s job will 
be to round up and keep track of votes 
among House members for or against 
legislation that comes before the body. 

Stacy, whose 71st district includes 
Morgan, Menifee, and parts of Rowan 
and Wolfe counties, has been a member 
of the House since 1993 and serves on a 
number of key committees, including 
the powerful Appropriations and Rev- 
enue on which he chairs the important 
Subcommittee on Education. He also is 
a member of the Rules Committee as 



Longtime council 
member was serving 
third term as Mayor 

Residents this week are mourning the 
passing of West Liberty Mayor Robert 
W. (Bob) Nickell, who died unexpect- 
edly early Saturday morning at St. Jo- 
seph East Hospital in Lexington. Death 
was attributed to complications from a 
sudden attack of pancreatitis. He was 66. 

Nickell had served as mayor since 
1999. Earlier, he had served 14 years as 
a member of the City Council. During 
his tenure as a council member, Nickell 
was notably instrumental in the city’s ef- 
forts to upgrade the municipal water 
system, resulting first in construction of 
a raw-water line to Cave Run Lake to 
secure an adequate supply source, and 
as mayor, he led the city’s successful 
effort to build a new 3 million gallon 
per day treatment plant at the lake along 
with 18 miles of transmission lines to 
provide the city, as well as many of the 
county water system’s rural customers, 
with a reliable water source. 

Nickell also was instrumental in se- 
curing federal funds for upgrading the 
city’s sewer system and 911 system. The 
Enhanced 91 1 system now serves all city 
and county residents from a new state- 
of-the-art communications center lo- 
cated at City Hall. 

As mayor, Nickell worked effectively 
with congressional and state leaders to 
obtain funds for numerous other projects 
and is credited with securing improve- 
ment grants to the city totaling more than 
$15 million. At his death, the mayor was 
at work on a project to build a modern 
fire station. 

Among West Liberty residents he was 
appreciated for his efficient operation of 
city government and for upgrading the 
city street department — often lauded for 
the department’s exemplary record of 
maintaining traffic throughout the city 
during winter snows.

The Morgan County Chamber of 
Commerce will team with the Lexing- 
ton-based New Cities Institute to host a 
public forum on “community-building” 
at 6 p.m. Thursday, Jan. 22, in the Com- 
monwealth Room at the Morehead State 
University at West Liberty campus. 

The event, the first of five two-hour 
work sessions, is designed to develop a 
visionary plan for the community’s fu- 
ture, and will include as guest speakers 
MSU President Wayne Andrews and 
New Cities Institute President Sylvia 
Lovely, a daughter of Morgan County 
natives, is executive director of the Ken- 
tucky League of Cities. 

Since its inception, the New Cities In- 
stitute has helped towns across the state 
make key decisions about meeting so- 
cial and economic needs. 

“It is never too late to plan; nor is it 
ever too early,” Lovely said recently. “In 
an economic slowdown, smart commu- 
nities and progressive leaders are using 
this opportunity to position themselves 
for the next cycle of economic expan- 
sion.”

A Tribute To A Leader 



I have always heard that great 
leaders are born, not made. 
Sometimes it is hard to tell if that 
old adage is true, because it is not 
that often that our paths actually 
cross with those of great leaders. 
However, I have been fortunate 
enough to cross paths with sev- 
eral great leaders at the local, 
state and sometimes federal lev- 
els of government during my ten- 
ure at The Licking Valley Courier , 
and today I am deeply saddened 
that one of the best is gone. 

Mayor Bob Nickell unexpect- 
edly passed away on Saturday, 
Jan. 10, 2009, following a brief 
illness. He was 66 years old. 

I clearly remember my first 
meeting with the mayor. I was a 
junior at Morehead State Univer- 
sity in 2004, and I was working 
through Christmas break at the 
Courier office. I was stationed at 
the front desk at the time (this 
was before they realized I prob- 
ably shouldn’t be waiting on cus- 
tomers), and he came in and 
barked at me to get him a glass 
of water. 

Naturally, I was offended. But 
I went to the back room to get 
the water, because I figured no 
good could come of denying the 
mayor. Though I wasn’t too 
happy about it, I returned with a 
full glass anyway. I remember 
thinking, “Who the heck does 
this guy think he is?” 

I had no dealings with Mayor 
Nickell again until I started work- 
ing full-time at the Courier of- 
fice after my graduation from 
MSU in May 2006. As a reporter, 
I became involved in several 
community events in projects, 
which required me to work 
closely with our local elected of- 
ficials - including the mayor. 

I began to see the mayor’s 
great ability of “getting things 
done.” Much of this can be at- 
tributed to his military discipline 
honed in the U.S. Marine Corps 
and his personal mantra, “Be 
brief, be professional and be 
gone.” During Mayor Nickell’ s 
10 years in office, he led efforts 
that resulted in securing approxi- 
mately $20 million in funding for 
city projects. 



Interestingly enough, I also 
became friends with Mayor 
Nickell. He always treated me 
with the utmost respect, and I 
eventually let the water-fetching 
incident slide. I appreciated that 
he was an honest straight- 
shooter; meeting someone like 
that is a rare professional experi- 
ence for a news reporter. One al- 
ways knew where one stood with 
the mayor. This may sound 
cliche, but it is true: there was no 
bull with Bob. 

Perhaps my favorite moment 
with the mayor came in Decem- 
ber 2007, when I walked to City 
Hall to discuss a story I was writ- 
ing. I had intruded on a staff 
breakfast, but Mayor Nickell in- 
vited me in to eat and hang out. 
He called me into his office and 
began showing me various items 
he had acquired throughout the 
years from powerful friends like 
U.S. Rep. Hal Rogers, U.S. Sen. 
Mitch McConnell and others. 

My eyes lit on an autographed 
picture of President George W. 
Bush and First Lady Laura Bush 
that hung over the mayor’s desk. 
I asked the mayor who gave him 
the picture and if he had ever met 
the president. He proceeded to 
tell me that he had never met the 
president and that someone had 
sent him the photo through the 
mail. 

“I think it’s a nice picture,” 
Mayor Nickell said. “That Laura 
Bush is a very attractive woman, 
you know.” 

Mayor Nickell gave a fleeting 
grin and chuckle, and I went on 
my way. That brief moment of 
levity stayed with me ever since. 
It was the first thing I thought of 
upon hearing the news of his un- 
timely passing, and it still makes 
me laugh. 

I feel honored to have known 
Mayor Nickell. He was a Marine 
through and through until the 
end, a proud and unabashedly 
patriotic man who served his 
country as well as his commu- 
nity. He was the personification 
of a truly great leader. 

Semper Fi, Mayor. We’ll miss 
you.

Hello from Judge Tim Conley 
and Staff. 

Over the holidays, through 
Thanksgiving, Christmas and 
New Year, I always take the time 
to have dinners and meals with 
family. My family has a lot of 
volunteers who belong to the res- 
cue squad, volunteer fire depart- 
ment, ambulance service, etc., 
and sometimes right in the 
middle of a family get- together, 
tones will go off on the emer- 
gency radios and everyone is 
rushing out of the house to go and 
help someone in need. 

Being a volunteer, I know that 
this happens to hundreds of fami- 
lies across Morgan County. They 
will drop whatever they are do- 
ing and go and help someone in 
need. They give of themselves 
year around to help others. 

I thank each and every one of 



you and your family. We realize 
that you could be risking your life 
to save someone or someone’s 
property. 

Sometimes we forget about 
the men and women who work 
behind the scenes twenty-four 
hours a day, seven days a week, 
three hundred and sixty-five days 
a year — our Dispatchers. 

When you call 911 there is a 
man or woman there who has 
been trained not to panic and how 
to send all of the correct people 
to your aid. And remember while 
they are working your emer- 
gency, they could be working 
other phone calls and/or emer- 
gencies at the same time. They 
are entering information into the 
computer and responding to all 
of the radio talk between emer- 
gency personnel. You may not 
see them at an accident; they 



won’t have flashing lights or si- 
rens, but they are the key to mak- 
ing sure that everyone has the 
proper information. 

So the next time you see Jackie

If you grow apples or pears, 
or are intereseted in learning the 
art of grafting, now is the time to 
order rootstock.

2009 DCP pgm. 
signup underway 

LEXINGTON, Ky. — Jeffery 
S. Hall, LSA State Executive Di- 
rector, this week reminded farm- 
ers that enrollment for the 2009 
Direct and Counter-cyclical Pay- 
ment (DCP) Program for farms 
with base acres began on Decem- 
ber 22 both online and at local 
PSA Service Centers. Sign-up 
will continue until June 1, 2009. 
The June 1, 2009 deadline is 
mandatory for all participants. 
USD A will not accept any late- 
filed applications. 

Lor 2009, eligible producers 
may request to receive advance 
direct payments based on 22 per- 
cent of the direct payment for 
each commodity associated with 
the farm. Counter-cyclical pay- 
ment rates vary depending on 
market prices. 

Producers who are eligible 
for the DCP Program will also 
be eligible to enroll in the Aver- 
age Crop Revenue Election 
(ACRE) Program. The enroll- 
ment period for the ACRE Pro- 
gram will begin in the 
spring. Producers may first en- 
roll in the DCP Program, elect to 
receive advance direct payments 
and then later modify their en- 
rollment to include the ACRE 
program, or they may wait and 
elect to enroll in DCP and ACRE 
at the same time. The decision to 
enroll in the ACRE Program is 
irrevocable. The owner of the 
farm and all producers on the 
farm must agree to enroll in 
ACRE. Once enrolled in ACRE, 
the farm shall be enrolled for that 
initial crop year and will remain 
in ACRE through the 2012 crop 
year. 

Producers can enroll in 2009 
DCP at their local FSA office 
through June 1, 2009.

Assistants needed 
for 2010 Census 

The U.S. Census Bureau is re- 
cruiting individuals for 2010 Cen- 
sus jobs. Jobs are temporary; 
most involve fieldwork in neigh- 



borhoods near the census taker’s 
home. Work schedules will vary. 
Many census takers have other 
full-time or part-time jobs. Not 
everyone who is qualified is 
hired; applicants who are selected 
are called when jobs are available. 
There may be an interval of a few 
months between testing and be- 
ing offered a job. 

Minimum requirements in- 
clude a completed application, 
proper identification documents, 
favorable background check, 
completion of a 30-minute writ- 
ten employment test. Blank prac- 



tice tests are available and can be 
given to organizations as well as 
to individuals. Census takers must 
be available for 3 to 5 days of 
training, paid at the hourly rate. 
Mileage for field jobs is reim- 
bursed. These jobs will last about 
5 to 10 weeks for each operation; 
there are several consecutive op- 
erations. Billingual applicants are 
encouraged to apply. Pay rate for 
census takers is $10.25 to $14 per 
hour, paid weekly.
